A REMARKABLE MAN- 
Kimball, the Famous Church-Debt 
Extinguisher—His Great Success. 
Mr. Edward Kimball, the gentleman 
to whose efforts are mainly due the 
raising of $10,000 on last Sunday for the 
Presbyterian Church and $4200 for the 
Congregational Church of Los Angeles, 
and who has consecrated himself to the 
work of helping feeble or distressed 
churches, is a resident of Chicago. He 
is not a preacher, but a layman who has 
shown himself full of love to God and 


his fellow man. This peculiar work 
seems to have been laid upon him in 
such a way that he dare not throw it off 
or relinquish it. His success is won- 
derful, phenomenal, and so great has 
become his fame that his services are in 
demand from every portion of 
the United States. In personal ap- 
pearance Mr. Kimball is an ex: | 
ceedingly pleasant gentleman, appar- 
ently on the shady side of fifty, tall, and 
with an air that marks him as a man of 

great force of character. He has been 
an active Christian from his youth up, 
having been engaged in Sunday School 
work all his life, and at times engaging 
in evangelical labors. He has the 
proud distinction—though he disclaims 
the term, and lays it to a higher source 
—of having been the Sunday School 
teacher of the evangelist Moody, 
and it was while a member of his 
class that Mr. Moody was converted 
te Christianity. Mr, Kimball has been 
since 1872 engaged in business in’ Chi- 
cago as a manufacturer of furniture and 
school supplies, attending to his busi- 
ness through the week and on Sundays | ; 
giving his time and talents to Christian 
labors. In 1877 he was influenced to 
begin the work of his life, and since 
that has devoted much of his time to 
this work. Latterly the cares of busi- 
ness, combined with his work, have 
proved too severe, and he has re- 
linquished his business to devote 
his entire time to the work in hand. 

Mr. Kimball is’ a modest and unas- 
suming gentleman, with positively no 
egotism about him. He does not boast 
of what he has done, but rather claims 
that he is simply the instrumeutin di- 
vine hands of accomplishing the results 
which have attended his effurts; and 
feeling thus, he is not dismayed at the 
size of the debt orthe amount to be 
raised. He has been~instrumental in 
helping more than 200 churches since he 
began his special labors, most of which 
are now the most active and useful 
in the land. The largest sum he 
has ever raised for any church or 
society was $200,000 for a New York 
church, of which $150,000 was raised- 
in one day, and two weeks thereafter 
$00, 000 more was added. Mr. Kimball. 

in his travels, does not confine his 
efforts entirely to raising money, but 
wherever he goes he speaks a word for 
Jesus, and there are many who can tes- 
tify to the good that has come to them 
through his personal efforts.

A Meeting of Grape-Growers Pro- 


To the Editor: | 

I believe much good would be likely 
to grow out of a meeting of the wine- 
grape growers of this county to compare 
notes on the different varieties of grapes 
that are best adapted to this locality and 
the different modes of planting them. 
Probably, if invited, some of the State 


viticultural officers would meet with us 
and give us the benefit of their expe- 


rience. We certainly are not getting 
any such price for our grapes as they 


get in Napa and Sonoma counties. Per- 
haps we have too many Mission 
grapes, and too few varieties of other 
grapes, so that a wine cannot be made 
of them that will compete with the wine 
made elsewhere. I notice that Mis- 
sion wine is quoted about fifteen cents 
per gallon less than othe. varieties. This 
is destined to be a great industry, and 
much. will depend upon the variety of 
grapes planted, and much may be learn- 
ed by comparing notes and getting the 
best information we can.
